. ... In response to the Office Action dated July 28, 2008, the applicant hereby elects Species 
1, fpi{vvhich the Examiner indicates that Figs. 2, 5, 10 and 1 1 apply. However, the applicant 
points out that Fig. 2 is an enlarged view of a screening arrangement of the window of Fig. 1. In 
addition, Fig. 12 also contains the screening element 13 and relates to the window of Fig. 1. 
Therefore, Figs. 1 and 12 are also associated with Species 1. 
Claims 18-23 and 29-35 read on the elected species. 

The Examiner identifies claims 18-20 and 30-35 as generic. In addition, claim 29 is 
generic.
